1 . The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
claimed subject-matter does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 33(3) 
PCT. 

A method of authorizing access to content by a sink device in accordance with usage 
rights, the content being stored on a storage medium controlled by a source device 
(and wherein the revocation status of the sink device is verified); a source device 
carrying out such a method; and the (computer) program of such a source device are 
common state of the art - see e.g. EP-A-1 376 302 (MICROSOFT CORPORATION) 2 
January 2004 (2004-01-02) (source device with storage medium: 102, 104, ; sink 
device: 114, 124, ...). 

The claimed subject-matter differs therefrom in that, additionally, the version of 
revocation information used depends on whether the usage rights need be modified 
as part of the authorization access to the content. 

The claimed subject-matter is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

However said additional features defined in the claimed, though to be included in the 
known method, device or computer program, actually do not have any effect on the 
known method, device or computer program, i.e. in the formulation of the claims, the 
additional features do not have any effect on the actual authorizing of access. 

For this reason it is possible neither to determine the problem to be solved by the 
said additional features over the prior art, nor the technical effect provided thereby 
and presence of an inventive step in said additional features defined in the claims 
cannot be determined. 

Hence the claimed subject-matter is considered not to involve an inventive step in the 
sense of Article 33(3) PCT.
